PREMIER GRANTS THE DEMANDS 


Announces That The Crown Has. Conceded The Requests 


Of The People And Promises To Pro- 


tect All Subjects.

Vienna, Nov. 29*--Tuesday marked 


a new epoch in Austrian history, for 
tho Austrian people throughout the 
entire entire land made known to the 
crown 
their imperial demand for 


equal suffrage, and even as this de- 
mand- was being voiced the crown, 
through Premier Baron Gauteh von 
Frankenthurn, in parliament was as- 
suring the people that its will would 
be done. 
The premier promised to 


• bring ia by tho end of February a 
bill providing for a full and free uni- 
versal, equal and direct suffrage. 


The people made known their de- 


mand by a series of monster demon- 
strations in all the principal cities and 
towns of the country. From only one 
town, Austerlltz, are serious disorders 
reported. There the troops fired on 
disorderly demonstrators, lulling two 
and wounding thirty. 
Otherwise the 


demonstrations were characterized by 
the maintenance of order and dignity. 


Great Parade for Freedom. 


Hundreds of thousands of men pa- 


raded, thus emphasizing their demand 
for political freedom. Such a demon- 
stration was never before witnessed 
in Austria. 
The most Impressive 


feature of the whole day in Vienna 
was found in the fact that not a single 
voice was raised, as the masses 
marched silently but earnestly and 
.with unmistakable determination. 


Parliament opened at 11 o'clock and 


at noon Premier -Baron Gauteh von 
Frankenthurn announced the grant- 
iiig- of suffrage to the people. 
Be- 


tween 10 -a. .m.-and 3 p.^m-.-fully 175,- 
000 men and women marched past the 
parliament 
buildings, 
each 
person 


wearing on the arm a red cloth band 
bearing words imperatively demand- 
ing the granting of equal suffrage. 


The demonstrators turned out in 


much larger numbers than had been 
expected and the day's 
occurrence 


has made a deep and serious impres- 
sion upon'the country at large. The 
premier's words in parliament relat- 
ing to suffrage made a favorable im- 
pression, particularly upon the Ger- 
mans, who are gratified because of the 
government's promise to protect the 


i various nationalities composing 
the 


•population of the empire. In this they 
see an assurance of the continuance 
of their national predominance. 


The next elec'tioV to the Chamber ot 


deputies will take place next year, 
probably during the summer. 


As the members of the Austrian 


parliament took their seats a monster 
popular procession, variously estimat- 
ed to number from 100,000 to 200,000 
workmen, was filing past the parlia- 
ment building in silent, orderly, im- 
pressive array, thus voicing their uni- 
versal demand for equal and universal 
suffrage. 


The demonstration was under the 


auspices of the social democrats. The 
procession 
mustered 
on Karlsplatz 


and marched to the parliament build- 
ings, where a deputation presented a 
petition for universal suffrage to the 
premier and presidents of both houses. 


Emperor Francis Joseph spent the 


day at the Vienna palace, from the 
windows of which he could witness 
the silent defiling of his people. Pre- 
mier Baron Gauteh Von Frankenthurn 
meanwhile was.laying before the dep- 
uties the government's bill providing 
for equal suffrage. 


Power With Land Owners. 


Every Austrian male over 24 years 


of age has a vote, but the voters are 
divided Into five classes and the votes 
cast by certain classes, notably the 
landed proprietors, various chambers 
of commerce and urban dwellers are 
infinitely more effective in securing 
the election of a .deputy than the 
votes cast by the ordinary people, tc 
the extent even that'sometimes a floz- 
en landowners' votes count as much 
as '300.000 
votes 
cast 
by 
ordin- 


ary people.

the wealthy classes can secure parlia- 
mentary protection and favoritism at 
the expense of the masses.

The railway employes of the coun-

Chicago, Nov. 29.—Seventeen ves- 


sels were driven ashore and five total- 
ly wrecked by a hurricane that swept 
v/ostwarcl over the great lakes Mon- 
day night and Tuesday. • Six vessels 
are missing, caught "between, ports at 
the height of the storm. Fears are 
entertained for., their -safety. 


No accurate figures of the loss of 


life are obtainable. With one excep- 
tion the crews were removed from all 
the wrecks reported. 


The exception is the wreck of the 


Pittsburg Steamship 
company's ore 


carrier, Mataafa, driven ashore near 
Duluth, Minn. 
On this vessel four 


men. are reported to have perished, 
while at a- late hour Tuesday .night 
life savers gave up the attempt to 
rescue twenty-two men left on board. 


It was reported earlier that these 


men were slowly freezing to death. 


Damage May Be $2,000,000. 


The damage to shipping and prop- 


erty done by the storm is estimated 
at $2,000,000. 
Six of the vessels lost I 


were big steel ships, regarded as | 
among the strongest on the lakes. 


Nearly all of the vessels lost were 


driven ashore and smashed on the 
rocks within sight of harbors. How 
many vessels foundered in midlake is 
not known. 


Sailors who found refuge in time 


to save their lives and ship declare 
no vessel could live through the fury 
of the gale i& the open lake. Scores 
of vessels were far from a sheltering 
harbor 
when 
the 
hurricane 
was 


fiercest. 


Worst Storm Since" 1872. 


Not since the storm that strewed 


the coasts with wrecks in 1S72 have 
the great lakes been stirred to greater 
fury. 
A gale that developed in the 


:iight into a hurricane, blowing be- 
tween sixty and seventy miles an 
hour, 
swept 
across and down the 


lakes. I.ake Michigan from Milwau- 
kee north and Lake Superior over all 
its area, 'were swept into mountain- 
ous seas for 
nearly fifteen "hours. 


Blinding snow storms • at 
different 


points added to the peril of the ves- 
sels running for shelter. 
This last 


•was responsible for the beaching of 
several of the lost ships. 


The storm was most furious on Lake 


Superior in the neighborhood of D-J- 
lutli.. There, in sight oC the lighthouse 
that marks the entrance to the har- 
bor, three vessels, including the Ma- 
taat'a, were hurled to destruction. 


Strews the Coast. 


Milwaukee reports at least two com- 


plete wrecks, while wreckage indicat- 
ing more strews the shore from Lake 
park to Whitefish bay. 


•Every harbor from Port Huron north 


on Lake Huron, and from Sault Ste. 
Marie north on Lake Superior reports 
mishaps of more or less seriousness 
to shipping running for shelter from 
1he gale. Piers, docks and breakwa- 
ters guarding harbors into which the 
lake was swept have been either (le- 
st royod or badly damaged. This item 
alone in the damage done by the storra 
will amount to scores of thousands of 
dollars. 


Thrilling and heroic work by life 


saving crews in every coast swept by 
the hurricane prevented several of the 
•wrecks from being attended by loss 
of life.

benumbed to bo able to attach the 
breeches buoy cables. 
The sea was 


running too high to permit the launch- 
ing of a surf boat, and no tug could 
last in the gale. 


Finally the pounding of the sea 


broke the big steamer in two. 


There was no one to grasp the life 


lino which was shot across the wreck. 
Part of the crew was on the forward 
end of the ship, the rest in the after 
hold. 
All efforts to rescue the men 


have been given up.

"Willis McDonald, who was seated 
among the spectators gathered to hear 
the preliminary proceedings in the 
trial of Alfred. Thornborrow for the 
murder of Frank Smith, refused to 
move over and make room for the 
sisters of the dead man.

LEHIGHjVALLEY ROAD 


First National Bank of New York 


Makes Deal 
Placing 
Public and 


Miners UndcrThumb of Combine. 


New Yorlc, Nov. 29.—Practical con- 


trol of the majority oi ilio capital 
stock of the Lehigh Valley railroad 
has been acquired'by th First Nation- 
al bank of New York, acting for ;.he 
coal combination and the allied truulf 
lines. This deal, in conjunction with 
tho recent purchase of rhe vast Coxe 
Brothers interests, makes 
tile 
coal 


trust complete and puts it in a posi- 
tion to dictate its own terms' to the 
miners and general public. Knowl- 
edge of this and other developments 
is undoubtedly responsible for the re- 
cent pessimistic utterances of Presi- 
dent Mitchell as to. the future'Of the 
miner. 


The Temple Iron company, a small 


corporation, the entire slock of which 
is in the hands of the presidents of 
anthracite railroads, is really the coal 
trust. It is through, this corporation 
the output is .limited and the prices 
which the public is compelled to pay 
for its coal are established. 


The First National bank is arrang- 


ing to apportion its control of Lehigh 
Valley among Erie, Reading, Jersey 
Central, Lake Shore and Lackawanna. 
The deal In many respects resembles 
tho sale of Jersey Central to Reading 
and the division of Reading among 
Lake Shore and Baltimore & Ohio. 


The recent great advance in the 


price of coal stocks has been due to 
the knowledge of insiders'that'.;the 
coal trust, was about,-complote and,that 
Lehigh Valley had IJjeen placd finally 
in a position where ^L could under r.o 
circumstances'offer^competition to or 
iu any way interfere with the p'.ans 
of the coal monopoly.

ports the Jersey Central owns fl.GOO,- 


| 000 Lehign Valley stock and the Read- 


I ing 
$1,000,000. 
' The 
Lackawanna 


i holdings are not known. All of these 


roads have' since added considerably 
to their Lehigh Valley holdings. Two 
years ago President Thomas said Ihe 
Lake Shore had $5,000,000 invested 
in Lehigh Valley stock. 
That alone 


is a large increase over the amount 
held in 1901.
